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After discussion it was resolved that the difference of 
opinion lies in the interpretation of 5a (3) of the DCID, 
that is, information specifically marked NOCONTRACT. 

| observed that he had believed that the question 
was raised in this context but that it is quite possible 
that some of the agencies had not considered the question 
in this light and therefore were referring to information 
that did not have the specific restriction of NOCONTRACT. 
Therefore the question will have to be raised again at 
the Security Committee to insure that all agencies were 
answering it in the special context of NOCONTRACT information. 

3. After prolonged discussion relative to the interpre- 
tation of footnote 1 of the DCI policy on the Release of 
Foreign Intelligence to Contractors and 5a(3) of the DCID, 
it was resolved that the Agency components represented at 
the meeting believe that it is ERDA who is empowered to 
designate their three controlled contractors as being 

part of ERDA. Therefore, ERDA is empowered to pass 
NOCONTRACT information to these three G0C0 contractors. 

As a corollary, other agencies can not pass NOCONTRACT 
information to the three G0C0 contractors without first 
receiving authoriz ation to pass the information from 
ERDA headquarters / 

4. This opinion in the form of a memorandum for 

the record is being passed to all attendees at the 19 November 
meeting So that they may insure that their parent component 
is in agreement with the interpretation.
